Sara It Was Cleared. 

Senator McCarthy charged fa 
December that Mr. Pearson’s 
column violated military secrecy. 

Mr. Pearson said the material had 
been cleared before he used It. 

In yesterday’s speech Senator 
McCarthy said the Army and -FBI 
investigations “have produced evi- 
dence' to make a clear-cut case of 
violation of the espionage laws by 
MT. Pearson,” and the information 
is fa the hands of the Justice 
Department. 

MT. Pearson has brought a 
damage suit against Senator Mc- 
Carthy, and others, charging that 
the Senator attacked him phytf> 
lcally at a party last December 
13 and, with the others, circulated 
“libelous, false and defamatory” 
assertions about him. 

Criticises British Government. 

The Senator also charged in 
the speech yesterday that the Brit- 
ish government Is actively help- 
ing the Chinese Communists 
"while British boya are dying In 
Korea:”
